principles and

II is our duty to the North At- 


lantic Treaty Organization to 
which Greece and Turkey be- 
long, the President said, to help 
prevent its disruption by a war 
in Cyprus. 


He said it also is our duty to 


help avoid large-scale loss of 
life among Cypriots and to up- 
hold the principle of 
peaceful 


settlement of disputes. 


In South Viet Nam, through 


three administrations, Johnson 
said, the United States has had 
one consistent aim — the ob- 
servance 
of 1954 agreements 


guaranteeing the nation's inde- 
pendence. 


"That independence," he said, 


"has been the consistent target 
of aggression and terror." 


For 10 years, he said, our re- 


sponse to these attacks has fol- 
lower! a consistent pattern in

basic responsibility for defend- 
ing their own freedom and this 
country is committed to using 
its power to the extent needed to 
repel aggression.

neers. All personnel work direct- 
ly for the Government and the 
construction equipment is own- 
ed by the Engineers.

Helicopter

Live Bomb

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 


Troops with unsheathed bayo- 
nets took up positions along' a 
busy 
Jakarta street. 
Sirens 


sounded and eight 
motorcycle 


police, four armored cars and 
nine jeeps filled with guards 
swept past. 


In the center of the convoy 


was the long, black limousine 
carrying the president of In- 
donesia. 


An American woman tourist 


looked on slightly wide-eyed, 
then put down her orange soda 
and said: 


"Tell me, just how popular is 


this President Sukarno?" 


The question is a difficult one. 
At 63, Sukarno, lifetime presi- 


dent of this island country, has 
survived five assassination at- 
tempts since 1957. The bristling 
escort is routine when he moves 
through this city of three mil- 
lion. 


After an attempt on his life 


in May 1962, Sukarno formed 
the Tjakarabirawa regiment, an 
elite guard of more than 2,000 
men whose sole task is to pro- 
tect him. This 
red-beretecl 


guard is tough. 


Like all leaders, Sukarno is 


the possible target of an assas- 
sin, but there is no evidence to 
suggest the heavy security indi- 
cates unrest that could lead to 
revolts or that it is even a sign 
of widespread unpopularity. 


While there are those who cp- 


pse Sukarno and the so-called 
Ruided democracy that gives 
him almost unrestricted powers, 
there is no significant open op- 
position. Any criticism of Sukar- 
no is voiced guardedly and then 
only to persons in whom the 
critics have complete 
trust. 


Some who have been more 
forthright are no longer in this 
country, or are in jail. 


No newspaper 
attacks the 


president personally. The gov- 
ernment-run radio hails his poli- 
cies in words and music.

critical of Sukarno have been 
burned or barred. Some Ameri- 
can publications are banned. 


Indonesia's 10 legal poltical 


parties, ranging from Commu- 
nist to nationalist to religious, 
may bicker among themselves 
but they never assail the presi- 
dent or his actions. 


The Parliament is appointed. 


The last elections were held in 
1955. 


By utilizing fully his shrewd

zone would be 


created. This would be off the 


last Coast and not over any 


mainland at all. 


2. To save daylight in warm 


summer months, the Interstate 
lommerce Commission would 
create a single subzone in each 
•egular zone. This zone would 
)e a geographic 
whole and 


would connect with the full zone 
;o the east. 


3. Daylight saving time would 


jegin for all subzones on the 
"ast Sunday in April and end on 
'.he last Sunday in October. 


4. It would not be called day- 


light saving time at all. Instead, 
the ICC would assign each sub- 
zone to the full zone to the East. 
Fn other words, a person living 
in tlie central time subzone 
would find that during the sum- 
mer months he would use the 
term, Eastern standard time. 


5. The bill would require all 


federal agencies, common car- 
riers, and communications by 
wire or radio to use this time 
system. It is assumed that this 
would persuade all local com- 
munities to adopt the new sys- 
tem.
